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NEED OF INSPECTION 


Automobiles driven over land from the point of 


manufacture to the place of sale need inspection by the 
purchaser before acceptance. We have met new ma- 
chines "with dealers numbers en route as we have passed 
along the highway going at a very rapid pace. The 
Gffeer day, when in our neighboring city of £>andusky, 
we drove up to a filling station with new cars en route, 
and they started out just ahead of us on their way 
along the lake shore drive. We were riding in a Cadil- 
lae car and averaged from Sandusky to Lorain some- 
thing over thirty miles per hour. But these new cars 
driven home to the purchaser somewhere, were soon 
lost sight of by us and while we occasionally caught 
glimpses of xthem in the distance, we did not come in 
immediate contact with them again until we reached 
the city of Lorain. 


We have a picture of the agent turning these cars 


over to the purchaser with a kindly interested admoni- 
tion—* 'Now these cars are new, and their bearings are 
tight, and they should not be driven during the first 
thousand miles at anything over the rate of twenty- 
five miles an hour." Part of the distance, we knoV 
.that those cars were driven at the rate of not less than 
forty-five miles an hour as they were being hurried to 
the/purchaser. If they could be ruined in their bearings 
by fast driving, they are ruined before the purchaser 
gets them.

chasers should be on their guard and sales agents should 
take particular pains to protect the car and the pur- 
chaser before he has taken possession of it.

Salmon in Casserole — One can of 
salmon, one cup cooked peas, two 
tablespoons fat, four tablespoons 
flour, two cops milk (scant), one 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons of 
chopped green pepper, one-half 
lemon, one-half cup crumbs. Flake 
the fish, melt the fat, add the flour, 
salt, pepper and milk, and bring to 
the boiling point, stirring constant- 
ly. Add the fish, green pepper and 
peas, and pour into a greased cas- 
serole. Squeeze the juice of the 
half lemon over the top. cover with 
crumbs and bake until brown. 
Spinach Salad — Take one pound 


of spinach, wash thoroughly, cook 
in salt water until done, then drain 
and chop fine.

SEWING HINTS 
How to Put Crow-Sttteh Dealt* 


on Any Plata Goods— Take a piece 
of old fa*hion«d perforated card- 
board, if yon have it, or the canvas 
w« used to work ove», or checked 


paper or gingham—either will do 
—lay on the material where you 
wish to design and fasten with 
thumbtacks or weights. 
If using 
the cardboard or canvas, take a 
sharp pointed lead pencil and make 
a dot through each hole where you 
would put your needle when work- 
ing; if the checked paper or ging- 
ham is used, place carbon paper 
between this and the goods, glossy 
side down, and make a cross in 
each space same as a stitch. By 
being careful you can produce a 
better stamped design than most 
of those you get at art needlework 
shops. Different colors can be ar- 
ranged for by marking a tiny 
symbol at the center of each cross 
—say a dot for red. a little hori- 
zontal mark for blue, and upright 
one for brown, and so on; these 
symbols should be made small 
enough to be covered by the work. 


Reading Glass for Copying Small 


Pattern—If you have a design in 
filet crochet, or a block patter.i 
which is too small to be easily 
taken off, try this plan: Cut a half 
circle of paper which will fit the 
lower half of a good sized reading 
glass, paste it in place and lay 
the glass over your pattern so that 
the straight edge of the paper 
marks the row on which you are 
working. Move the glass for the 
next row. The lace is thus magi.1- 
fied and can be easily copied. Often 
we find in magazines very pretty 
patterns which have no directions 
and this plan has solved quite a 
problem. Another plan is to read 
off the pattern by aid of the glass 
and have somebody take it down on 
checked paper. In the line of 
spaces at left of the paper write 
the numbers of row*; across the 
top write in one space "tr" and in 
the next *sp," or if there are ban 
and lacets, write "bar" or "let* 
across two spaces. Of coarse it 
takes the time of two persons to 
do this, but it is very quickly ac- 
complished and saves more than 
the extra time in_the_end.
